At our.own wish, as well as 
upon the direction ofthe American Fed- 
eration of Labor, advantage was taken 
of this injunction in order that the 
case might be made, full and complete 
and the issue tested before the several 
judicial tribunals until it had reached 
the United State Supreme Court. Inas- 
much as the opportunity is afforded 
equally to labor’s opponents, I feel con- 
fident that they also will be glad that 
the questions at issue shali be deter- 
mined by our highest judicial tribunal.” 

Dwells on Congress. 

The report showed that 1438 different 
international unions, State federations, 
city central bodies, local trade unions 
and Federal unions are affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. Dur- 
ing the past year 834 organizations were 
admitted to membership. 

President Gompers recommended, in 
his report, that trades unionists do not 
identify themselves with political par- 
ties, but that they support men and 
measurés best calculated to protecé¢ the 
interests of the labor movement. Dis- 
cussing matters of government, Presi- 
dent Gompers said that one of the 
greatest dangers now confronting the 
people in the effort to overrule, dis- 
regard and treat with contempt that 
part of the government nearest the peo- 
ple—the House of Representatives, 

Injonctions Are Discussed. 

The subject of injunctions also was 

discussed at length. Discussing the

Finances Are Reported 
The report of Secretary Morrison 


showed that the federation has re- 
ceived from all sources during the past 
year $193,470.84, and that it has expended 
$177,859.34. The federation now has in 
its treasury a balance of $182,914.96, of 
which $121,963.59 is reserved for strike 
benefits. The federation, since its or- 
ganization in 1881, has received $2,248,- 
480.13 and has expended $2,065,567.17. Sec- 
retary Morrison estimates the actual 
paid up membership of the organization 
at 1,561,151. Treasurer John B. Lennons 
reports confirms the report of Secre- 
tary Morrison as to the amount of 
money received and expended during 
the year.

calieri, Italy, is described as a happy 
outcome of a true case of princely love 
triumphing over royal barriers, 

The papers recite how the late King 
Leopold steadfastly refused to permit 


the marriage of his favorite daughter 
to the pretender to the throne of a 
frlendly power. Since the accession of 
King Albert it was known that royal 
objections had been removed. This was 
due largely to the tactful attitude of 
the Prince himself, who always  re- 
frained from attending official fetes and 
ceremonies at Brussels, and from in 
any, way embarrassing the relations of 
Belgium and France. 

The situation of Princess Clementine in 
Belgium, where the two will live in 
sumptuous style, will henceforth be mod- 
ified in conformity with the attitude of 
her husband. She will conserve the 
rank of princess, but renounces official 
and state honors and gives up her resi- 
dence at the royal palace as well as the 
income of $15,000 a year which, under 
the Congo Annexation law, ceases at her 
marriage. 

Among the gifts for the bride one of 
the most beautiful was that of the 
Dames de France, a dressing table ein- 
blazoned with the Bonapartists eagle 
and Flemish lion.

His indifference to . creature 
comforts and his fondness for litera- 
ture and music were clearly bespoken 
in the shabbily furnished room he 
cececupied, On a rude shelf were vol- 
umes of Browning, Plato, Emerson, 
Shakspeare, Shelley and Jack Lon- 
don, with a worn Bible. There was 
a table, pilec high with books and 
inanuscripts, and the couch was of 


cheap make. But the piano in a 


corner was an exceptionally hand- 
some instrument. 

On a picture was pasted a line, “I 
would rather live in Bohemia than 
in any other land.” 

On top of the piano was the manu- 
script of a two-act play, “The Bucca- 
neer, or a Golden Dream.” The scenes 
were laid in Manhattan in ‘the seven- 
teenth century. A romantic play in 
three acts, called “Bruno and the Little 
Musician,” written by Doggett severa! 
years ago, but not produced, was found 
in manuscript in a trunk. The scene is 
laid in Rome. There was also the man- 
uscript of a short story, “The Last 
Judgment.”’ 

Scraps of poetry describing Bohemian 
life and referring to bygone days in 
which a sweetheart figured were found 
on a table: Doggett apparently had 
written them recently. In his poems he 
frequently spoke of the birds and their 
melodies, and a sweetheart, ‘Nellie.’ 

Among the birds were four Japanese 
canaries and a mockingbird which Dog- 
gett called Sam. He, had owned the 
bird 10 years, his friends say, and it 
was his special pet. It sang to hin

Wife, a Prisoner, Inquires 
the Condition of Her Hus- 
band in Hospital.

WHEELING, W. Va, Nov. 14—Vir- 


ginia Schenk, the 12-year-old daughter 


of John 8S. Schenk. gave her father’s 
physician the first clew to his iliness 
Plot against his life. Her 
mother now is a prisoner without bond 
in the Ohio County jail. 

Dr. Frank Hupp, who found the ar- 
Senic in the lithia water he had pre- 
scribed for the millionaire port pack- 
er and on‘whose advice the inquiry was 
begun that resulted in Mrs. Schenk’s 
arrest, told the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent today for the first time. the 
Story of the events that roused and 
eventually confirmed the suspicions on 
which the millionaire’s wife was ar- 
rested. 

Dr. Hupp was the third physician to 
be called in by Mrs. Schenk to attend 
her husband. Dr. Gregory Ackerman, 
for whose return from a convention of 
surgeons in Chicago the authorities are 
awaiting before taking any further 
steps in the case, had been dismissed 
by the wife because he had diagnosed 
the pecker’s illness as ofle of poison- 
ing. his place being taken by Dr. Hupp. 

Long Searck for Clews. 

“No exam*hation tha: I could make,"’ 
Dr. Hupp «old the correspondent, “gave 
me the sli¢test clew to Mr. Schenk’s 
liiness. He was desperately sick. For 
an hour on my first visit I worked 
over bim in an effort to stop a nausea 
that was racking him to plecés. I gave 
hirn sedatives and began to seek by | 
analysis of his blood and by other 
means the reason for his sickness. His 
food, his rhedicine, so far as I dis- 
cern, th> drinks with which he. sought 
to allay his unnatural thirst, offered 
no clew. Finally I asked the nurse 
Wh» was attending him if she could 


think of anything, I didn’t care what, 


that might account for the strange con- 
dition. She thought fot a moment, then 
said: 

 ““"The only thing it could be that I 
don’t know about is that lithia water 
you prescribed. Virginia took a glassful 
of it this morning and it sickened her 
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began to scheme how I could get the 
bottle out of the house and to a chem- 
ist. 

“The bottle from which the water was 
being taken stood on a shelf in Mr. 
Schenk’s room and finally I succeeded 
in substituting another for it and in 
taking the original away with me. It 
was three-fourths full, enough to make 
it possible for me to send generous 
samples to the two men I had in mind, 
one of them being at Johns Hopkins 
and the other at the University of Vir- 
ginia. 

Arsenic in Each Sample. 

“Tt was a Sunday when I procured 
the water and I had to wait until the 
next morning to start the sample away. 
On Tuesday I heard by telegraph that 
arsenic had been found in each sample. 


not been that Virginia had taken that 
giassful of lithia. days might have 
passed before we found that it was 
arsenical poisoning, which is among the 
most difficult of all things to detect 
without an autopsy.” 

While an analysis of the water was 
being made Dr. Hupp reassured Mrs. 
Schenk with reports that her husband 
was suffering from malarial fever. 


“He undoubtedly caught it in Rome,” 
Dr. Hupp told her. “I brought it home 
with me from Rome myself a few years 
ago, It’s hard to get in hand, but it 
only takes a little patience.”’ 

The day after Schenk was removed to 
the North Wheeling Hospital, where his 
condition remained unchanged today. 
Mrs, Schenk brought to his room, the 
authorities say, another bottle of lithia 


in the midst of the sick man’s medi- 
cines, but immediately on Mrs. Schenigs 
departure it was sent away for analysis 
to a third chemist. He has not yet 
made his report. 

Mrs. Schenk passed a lonely Sunday 
in her room at the jail. She wus not 
allewed to receive visitors and none of 
her attorneys called on her. She read 
half a dozen newspapers with unaffect- 
ed interest’ in what they had to say 
about her and paid special attention to 
those which carried pictures of her- 
self. 

Three times she asked guards to call 
up the hospital and ask hew her hus- 
band was. Sho showed relief when she 


)was told that he had not lost ground.

John Mitchell, king of the tribe which 
Jessie Habersham joined after her mys- 
terious disappearance from her luxuri- 
ous Baltimore home, and her husband, 
did not return to the hospital, the dis- 
patches stated, since placing her there 
several days ago. ;

Gift Arrives After Death. 

A box of choice fruits and flowers, 
sent to the hospital by the telegraphic 
order of the father, arrived there only 
a few minutes after the young woman's 
death. She was unconscious when, a 
short. time before, a telegram of for- 
giveness came in response to one which 
she had sent; soon after being placed 
in the hospital. 

“An’old woman kidnaped me five years 
ago,’’ She sala on her deathbed at the 
hospital. “She took me to a gypsy 
camp near Baltimore, and the tribe 
moved on and kept me closely . with 
them unth I had become one of them. 
At first they made me read the newspa- 
pers to them, to find out where my 
searchers were, so that they could ‘es- 
cape pursuit. 

*“‘Aside from the restraint to Keep me 
from ercaping, the gypsies were kind 
to me, and I liked the open, free life, 
and when I found that the king of the 
tribe wished to marry me, I was will- 
ing.”’ 

She told those who questioned her dur- 
ing her St. Louis visit that she ran 
away shortly before the time set for 
her formal debut as a member of Balti- 
more society. She did not go to the 
gypsies at first, but took a position as 
a family governess and in this capacity 
went to England. Returning to this 
country, and disliking the’ work of a 
governess, she went voluntarily, she 
said, with the gypsies. An unfortunate 
love affair, she admitted, had much to 
do with her leaving home. 

Mother Dies From Worry. 

What is unquestioned i8 that her dis- 
appearance was a mystery for many 
months, that her mother died, as it was 
believed, from worry over her, and 
that her whereabouts became known 
to her father ‘only after her marriage 
to John Mitchell, king of the tribe with 
which she traveled. It became public 
for the first time while the tribe was 
encamped near St. Louis last April. 

The former Jessie Habersham was a 
direct descendant of Francis Scott Key, 
author of the Star-Spangled Banner: a 
grandniecé of the famous Chief Jus- 
tice Roger Taney; and was closely re- 
lated to a former governor of Maryland 
and to various perons of distinguished 
public position. Her speech and bear- 
ine went far to confirm her aristocratic 
lineage. Her flight with)the gypsies 
caused her to be cast off by all her 
family save her father, and even he 
did not visit -her after he learned where 
she was. 

E. A. Noonan Jr., who represented 
Jessie Mitchell and her husband dur- 
ing legal difficulties which the gyYp- 
sies had while in this vicinity last 
spring, said Monday that he did not 
credit the story of kidnaping. 

“She told me,” he said, “that she 
voluntarily chose the Sypsy life be- 
couse her home life had become un- 
pleasant, and because she felt that 


her health would be improved by

KILLED HER BABY 


FATHER WOULDN'T 
WARM MILK FOR 


Mrs. Schwand for First Time 
Tells Her Story of 
Tragedy. 


Mrs. Katie Schwand, who killed her 
five-weeks-old child, Marie, by giving it 
carbolic acid, and who then attempted to 
kill herself by the same means, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday the first 
Story of the tragedy. 

Until her husband called to see her at 
the city hospital Sunday, the young 
mother had not known that her child was 
dead. Hospital physicians, because of 


the critical condition in which she re- | 


mained for several,days, encouraged her 
to believe that the baby’ was alive and 
was recovering from the poison. 

She had recovered so far Sunday that 
her husband, when he called, was per- 
mitted to see her. 
cf affection for him, or he for her. As 
they looked at each other she _ said, 
“‘How’s the baby?’ 

“The baby’s dead,” said the man; 
“you knew that, didn’t you? She only 
tved a few hours after you gave her 
the acid.’’ 

The mother screamed and sank back. 
When she recovered from the first shock 
she’ refused to say more to her husband 
and he went away. 

Wants to Die. 

“I wish I was dead,’’ she moaned Mon- 
day. “The only thing I ever wanted to 
live for was the baby. It was cruel of 
the hospital attendants to tell me the 
baby was alive. If they hadn't told me 
that, I wouldn’t have made the effort 
I did to get well, and what is there now 
for me to live for? 

“I gave the acid to the baby and 
took it myself because I did not know 
what,was gQing to become of us both. 
My husband, though he knew I was 
hardly able to be on my feet, was un- 
willing to do anything for me or the 
baby. . 

“When the baby cried in the night, 
and it was time to warm a bottle of 
milk fot her, I asked him to get up 
and warm the milk, and he said he 
wouldn't do it, that it‘ was my place 
to do that. I was sick and faint, and 
when [ got up to warm the milk I 
theught, ‘What is the use of our living 
if my husband won’t even warm a bottle 
of milk for the baby?’

police powers of the community at will. In Mis- 
souri, fundamental law protects every one 
against being compelled to take the most scien- 
tific or orthodox of all possible remedies for the 
ills of body or soul. There is and there can be no 
establishment of science, no compulsory science, 
in America. 

The greatest triumph of genuine science has 
not been won against smallpox, but against com- 





" pulsion. The demoralizing and disastrous com-’ 


pulsions of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies were applied in the treatment of every- 
thing in human nature, the affections of the 
body as well as of the mind and souls. They 
have been steadily minimized by the advance of 
science. If, even in its failures, vaccination is 
scientific, there is nothing more unscientific than 
to increase the demoralizing compulsions which 
science has opposed as worse than smallpox.

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REMOVE THE TAX ON FOODS. 

A small step toward a reduction in the cost of] 
living will be the repeal of the tax of 10 cents a 
& pound on colored oleomargarine, and the one- 
quarter of one cent per pound on the uncolored. 
With it should go the tax of $600 a year paid by 
manufacturers of oleomargarine, the $480 and 
$200 from wholesale dealers according to whether 
they deal in the colored or uncolored product: 
and the $48 and $6 a year from the retailers. The 
only protection the public needs is from false 
labelling. 

No tax ever imposed on a food product was 
more unj@&t. If we strain for the admission th&t 
it was designed. as honest protection for the 
farmer and not a mere trick to catch his vote, 
we know now that he needs no such protection. 
The country does not produce enough butter to 
supply the demand of the consumer. The tax is 
therefore not a tax against an article or for the 
general benefit; it is a tax on the workingman’s 
table. 

No justification for it ‘can be found in the 
fact that oleomargaine is produced almost ex- 
clusively by concerns identified in the popular 
mind with the Beef Trust. There is also a But- 
ter Trust sufficiently well installed to have at-|/ 
tracted the attention and won an investigation 
from the Government. One is as. bad as the 
other and neither need be considered. The con- 
sumer is demanding present attention. 

While they aye repealing the internal revenue 
tax on oleomargarine the Democrats should in- 
clude the six cents a pound duty on butter. The 
interna] tax, the tariff tax, the manufacturer’s 
tax, the wholesaler’s tax and the retailer’s tax 
on butter and butter substitutes should all] be 
removed that we may come’down from the arti- 
ficial heights up which we climbed in the search 
for votes. There will be no better evidence of 
the sincerity of a Democratic Congress than the 
removal of every tax against what the people 
eat. Remove all the food taxes. 
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Armour sees a decline in the price of food, 
having previously seen the handwriting on the 
wall. A Democratic victory is evidently a moral 
ferce also.

The good news from Massachusetts is that 
Henry Cabot Lodge may be beaten for re-elet- 
tion.

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COAL MINE EXPLOSIONS. 

The explosions in the Shoal Creek coal mine in 
Illinois, following closely upon that in the De- 
lagua, Colo., ‘mine, destroyed nearly 100 lives in 
a single week. It will probably never be known 
whether these accidents were due to gases or 
the use of gunpowder to loosen the coal. In 
either case, it would seem that science is com- 
pletely baffled-in its attempt to save life in the 
modern mine. 

It was in 1815, nearly a century ago, that Hum- 
phrey Davy, one of the most eminent scientists 
of his day, invented the safety lamp which was 
called after him. A writer in a new encyclopedia 
calls this lamp “one of the most valuable pres- 
ents ever offered by science to humanity.” “Of- 
fered”—yes; but how accepted? Is it not a fact 
that the value of this gift has been nullified by 
modern greed, which insists upon the use of 
naked lights, gunpowder and other methods 
Which make the safety lamp a mockery? When 
the British Government knighted Davy for this 
invention, the use of gunpowder in coal mines 
was unknown, and it was supposed that the only 
possible way in which explosions could occur in} 
mines’ where the Davy lamp was used would be 
when reckless mihers uncapped the lamp in or- 
der to see better or to light pipes, contrary to 
the rules. 

According to the Government Geological Sur- 
vey, 396 miners were killed and 326 injured in 
1908 from gas and dust explosions, while 73 lost 
their lives and 179 were injured by powder ex- 
plosions and “windy shots.” In 1909, 341 were 
killed and 331 injured from gas and dust ex- 
plosions; while 108 were killed and 217 injured 
from powder explosions and windy shots. From 
these two causes, in 10 years 6034 have died and 
8858 have been injured. And so the industrial 
battlefield continues strewn with its victims.

Pledges Received After Taft 
Promises Diaz to Punish 


Lynchers in Texas, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The fulfil- 
ment of President .Taft’s promises to 
President Diaz to bring about the pun- 
ishment of the persons who burned 
the supposed Mexicar Antonio Rodri- 
guez, at Rock Sprin.s, Tex., and) to 
protect Mexicans in this country, ap- 
pears to depend on the good will of 
the governors of Texas and Oklahoma. 
Governor Campbell of Texas already 
had promised to make an investigation 
of. the lynching, and a _ telegram re- 
ceived at the State Department last 
night from Governor Haskell, in ans- 
wer to an urgent request from Secre- 
tary Knox to guard the safety of Mexi- 
cans in Oklahoma, and particularly, to 
prevent any attempt to lynch the man, 
supposed to be a Mexican, who killed 
the Chief of Police at Anadarko, pledges 
the governor to comply with the re- 
quest. 

The State Department has not been 
able to confirm the report that Rodri- 
suez was not a Mexican, but a native 
born American. A telegram from United 
States Ambassador Wilson in the City 
of Mexico, informs the State Depart- 
ment that Sunday passed without a re- 
occurence of the anti-American out- 
breaks.
